The war will be deemed won, 
he declared, “when the German 
people say to us, through prop- 
erly accredited representatives, 
that they are ready to agree to 
a settlement based upon fustice 
and reparation of the wrongs 
their rulers have done.”

SPINELESS REPORT. 

Municipal government for the metro 
politan area south of the forest reservauons 
and rural government for the northern por- 
tion of the county—such Is the solution of 
the area problem of city and county consoll- 
dation proposed by the Tax Payers’ Associa- 
tion of California in a comprehensive re- 
view of city and county government, just 
jstued. This report is the most compre- 
hensive, the most illuminating and, perhaps, 
the most disappointing that has been made 
on the subject of city and county consolida- 
tion. It is devoted chiefly to discussing the 
abuses of the government of Los Angeles 
county and fits municipalities and sugges‘ 
ing remedies. Nearly every chapter open 


’ with promises that are admirable in thet: 


detall, and ends with conclusions that verge 
upon the ridiculous. 

Repeatedly the report makes an accurate 
diagnosis of the malady that has ravaged 
both city and, county government, but it 
grows suddenly reticent when tt comes to 
naming the disease. in Chapter XI the 
report points out that 370 elections were 
held within the county and its civil divi- 
sions during the four calendar years ending 
December 31, 1916. But its sponsors did 
pot possess the moral courage to point out 
that the prime cause of so many frightfully 
expensive elections lies in the direct legis 
lation features of the municipal and county 
charters. The report dwells at length on 
the enormous increase in the cost of gov- 
ernment in Los Angeles county during the 
last four years, but there is no mention of 
the consolidation of county and State po- 
litical machines under Progressive office.

urer and auditor are appointed by the 
supervisors and, for that reason mainly, 
were not too “areful in the scrutiny of ex- 
penditures which the supervisors author 
ized.

) play the courage of its convictions. In 


Chapter I “It shows the origin of some of 
the evils which have grown out of the prac- 
tice of county classification, whereby the 
Legisiature has placed each county in a 
class by iteelf. This practice has resulted 
in log-rolling and a vast amount of extra 
vagance.” This criticism mst have a fa 
miliar sound to the readers of The Times; 
for we have called upon each of the last 
three Legislatures to abandon so dis 
reputable a practice; but the Progressive 
reformers for revenue only were careful to 
do naught that rht reduce offices and 
salaries in the interests of the taxpayers. 
Chapter X commends the tax limit law 
passed by the last Legislature but sus- 
pended by reason of a referendum secured 
through the machination of certain /office 
holders who made a cat’s-paw out of the 
school teachers of the State to block the 
operation of a law that would have saved 
the taxpayers not less than $10,000,000 a 
year. 

During the year ending July 1, 1916, the 
county and its political subdivisions ex- 
pended for al] purposes, except debt re- 
demption, the sum of $30,009,592.49. This 
amount is exclusive of State and Federal 
taxation. As the total population of the 
county fe estimated at 847,228 persons this 
expenditure is equivalent to $37 per capita 
or $111 for each bread winuer. More than 
$23,000,000 of this sum was paid for salaries 
and other expenses while about $7,090,900 
was expended for improvements of more 
or less permanent character. There are 
about 60090 permanent places on the pay roll 
of the county and iis political subdiyisions. 
One of the most valuable portions of the 
report points out tne duplications and quad- 
ruplications that could be eliminated if the 
county and its municipalities were united 
under a single government. 

But the association sounds a vigorous 
warning against the adoption of a borough 
government wichin the metropolitan area. 
In the chapter dealing with a borough form 
of government there is sentence which 
shoulda be pasted in the hat of every person 
inclined to tinker with city or county 
“American city ec vernments have 
been made unworkable largely through the 
efforta@pof constitution makers and charter 
framers to prescribe with rigid exactness 
the processes for dealing with future con‘i- 
tions that cannot be foreseen.” Few more 
flagrant examples of chis abuse are to be 
found than the present city charter of los 
Angeles. Tens of willions of dollars have 
been withheld or withdrawn from invest- 
ment here by reason of charter restrictions 
which tend to penalize industry. 

There are some admirable recommenda- 
tions in relation to limiting the expense 
of schoo) boards in the county. 't fs 
pointed out that there are 175 elective 
school boards doing the work that could be 
accomplished by a single city and county 
board. These 175 boards expend more than 
$10,900.000 annually The report observes: 
“lt cannot be dout*:d that a very consid- 
erable percentage of tnis vast sum was lost 
amid the complications and poorly-function- 
ing mechanism that now exists.” | 

Were it not for the timidity displayed in 
some of its recommendations and its blind 
adherence to the wasteful and unworkable 
forms of different lezislation, the renort of 
the Taxpayers’ Association would be valu- 
able to the taxpayers of Los Angeles county 
and itd political subdivisions. In its present 
form. however, its chief worth consists in 
the maps and tables of comparative statis- 
tics that it contains. Understanding with-

MESSAGE. 

- “Our present and immediate task is to. 
win the war.” is reiteration of a truth 
that has been b t home by every new 
development since the United States de- 
clared war against Germany eight months 
ago is the crux of President Wilson's mes- 
sage to the Sixty-fifth Congress yesterday. 
Every recothmendation in the message, 
_ every theme touched upon by the President, 

converges on this point, the one way to 
end the war is to win it. & . 

Germany's secret intrigue has fafled ut- 
terly to pierce the armor of this indomita- 
ble resolution of the American people. Dis 
patches from Burope have intimated that 
the German drive against Italy and the new 
offensive attempted on the western front 
were a part of a plan to convince the Amer 
ican people on the opening of Congress that 
the German arms are invincible. America’s 
reply, through the lips of the President, has 
already sounded the knell to the fugitive 
hope of the head of the House of Hohen- 
zoliern that the American nation conld be 
induced to compromise a principle. 

. In order to win the war the President in 
his message recommends an immediate dec- 
Jaration of war on Austria-Hungary. Prefac- 
ing his recommendation on this point the 
President quotes from his message in Jan- 
uary when he declared that the nations of 
the world were entitled not only to free 
pathways upon the sea, but also to an un- 
molested access to those pathways. He, 
says that this privilege must be shared 
alike by the great nations and the small; 
it is a privilege that must be extended even 
to our present enemies when the war ts end. 
ed. Permanent foundations of peace must 
be sought; temporary substitutes must not 
be accepted. To secure permanent founda- 
tions, “as always, the right will prove to be 
expedient.” 

Contrary to the general expectation, the 
President does not ask for an immediate 
declaration of war against Turkey and Bul- 
garia. He suf#gests that this question re- 
main for the time being In abeyance. “The 
same logic {that which led him to ask for 
a declaration of war against Austria-Hun- 
gary] would also lead to a declaration of 
war against Turkey and Bulgaria,” he says. 
“They are also tools of Germany; but they 
are mere tools and do not yet stand in the 
direct path of our necessary action. We 
shall go wherever the necessities of this 
war carry us, but it seems to me that we 
should go only where immediate and prac- 
tical considerations lead us, and not heed 
any others.” | 
Reading between the lines, this declara- 
tion may be taken as a desire on the part 
of the President to avoid scattering our 
forces. The whole tenor of the messace is 
to the effect that the enormous German 
army cannot be evaded; it is the one ob- 
stacle that must be met squarely and de- 
molished. The President takes the view 
of the Board of Strategy, that the place 
to meet the German army is the point near- 
est to the base of the Allies, the point where 
supplies can be rushed to the front at the 
least risk and loss of time. He desires 
that the action of our government and our 
troops shall be simple, energetic and direct. 

If the country has not declared a state of 

war against Turkey and Bulgaria the United 

States is not likely to be called upon by 
the Allied nations to take part in any for- 

lorn hopes leading to the Dardanelles or 

Asia. On whatever front the Centra! Pow- 

ers are attacked the Germany army will 
be found there to meet the invaders. 

“Fighting it out on this line” in the pres- 

ent War seems to re‘er to the western front. 


Within there is to be no compromise with 
pacifists. Men of the type of La Follette 


and Works will find short shrift in the 


~ 


hands of the administration. Belgium's 
wrongs must not be forgotten; present Ger- 
man masters must go; when peace is finally 
concluded it must be with a German gov- 
ernment whom the peoples of the world can 
trust. Against the House of Hohenzollern 
the President ig adamant. He says that 
when the German people have spokesmen 
in whom other nations can believe, “and 
when those spokesmen are ready in the 
name of the people to accept the common 
judgment of the nations as to what shall 
henceforth be the basis of law apd cove 
nant for the life of the world—we shall be 
willing and giad to pay the price of peace 
and pay ft ungrudgingly.” 7 


The President holds that Congress should 


go farther than it went at the last session 
in authorizing the government to set limits 
to prices. He flays profiteers in all lines 
of industry and urges Congress to rise to 
the patriotic height of cutting out al! po- 


‘tical expenditures and limiting appropria- 


tions to the actual necessities. 


Marked by its simplicity. the message is 
in full keeping with the clear, ringing ut- 
terances of the President since the becin- 
ning of the war. It closes with a religious 
sentiment that recalls utterances of Lin- 
coln.

WHY AMERICA? 


It was the misfortune of every one of our 
allies that each at some time or other was 
led to satrifice military wisdom to qtien 
expediency. 

America alone has and can have no politl- 
cal objects In Furope to confuse or subvert 
her military policy. 

We have no political motive for occupying 
any European territory. 

No reasons of a politica) character make 
it advisable for us to begin operations here 
or discontinue them there, or fight on a 
particular front. 

We are free to conduct our part in the 
war under purely military governance: 

We are also the better able, in conse 
quence, to look at the fighting of our allies 
from a strictly military standpoint. We ere 
peliticatty disinterested and are concerned 
only tn winning war by military means. de- 
cisively, and in as short a time as possible. 


The entrance of America into the war has. 


thus for the firet time made it possible to 
co-ordinate the Allied efforts on all fronts 
and to overlook or overrule political cofisid- 
erations hitherto paramount in the case of 
the nations arrayed against Germany.

WHY FOODS ARE CHEAPER. 
ITH but a few exceptions, food prices in Los Angeles have 
shown a declining tendency during the past month. The 
immutable law of supply and demand is, as usual, back of 
these lower values. The American public is learning the fact which 
is as old as the ages, that when a food commodity is scarce its price 
is consequently high, and that the best way to bring down the price 
is to not use the commodity until the supply has grown large enough 
to warrant a cheaper quotation. 

In the past two weeks both egg and butter prices in this city 
have been reduced materially. Storage eggs at this time of the year 
commence to be used heavily by the average consumer, taking the 
drain off the fresh egg supply, and causing a resultant decline in 

rice. A net reduction of 5 cents a dozen for all kinds of fresh eggs 
wee been registered during the last fortnight. . 

As far as butter is concerned, it has been the letting up of gov- 
ernment demand which has eased the situation and warranted the 
drop of 3 cents a pound. When the United States began to mobilize 
its war machine last June and July and hundreds of thousands of 
men were flocking to the service, there arose a tremendous de- 
mand for foodstuffs for this vast force. As Uncle Sam feeds his 
troops better than any other nation on the globe, each Sammy had 
to have his butter portion daily, and this call threw a terrific 
burden upon producers and dealers alike to take care of the gov- 
ernment requirements and at the same time provide the necessary 
supply for private consumption. 

Consequently butter.in the late summer and

The situation proves 
once again that old Colonel Supply and Demand still reigns supreme 
in economic life. An increased consumption of a product, coupled 
with a shortage, inevitably must work for higher prices. A curtail- 
ment of consumption, a refusal ‘to buy. a piling-up of the product, 
must lead to lower prices’ The law is absolute.
